The United States senate has passed 


with ease the bill repealing the timber 
culture law. It was done so quietly that 
the associated press did not think it 
worth wliile to transmit the news to 
Dakota. We have argued that the law 
was sound at the core but was loaded 
with liberality. It gave the country at 
large a chance to speculate in tracts of 
160 acres at the rate of $14 a ticket. 
Everybody from Dan to Beersheba cjmes 
west and takes a tree claim. The cause 
of the law lies at the feet of this numer- 
ous tribe. If the house will seize the 
present law and amend it so that the 
right of,entry will be limited to the ac- 
tual 
settlers, who are the parties 


to 
be 
benefitted, 
and 
at 
the 


same time the people who can make tree 
culture a success, the error of the sen- 
ate can be corrected, and the act contin- 
ued upon the statute books of the 
United States. 
Don't destroy a good 


law in principle because it has been 
abused—badly put together. 


I THE lands contiguous to the Missouri 
river possess one invaluable advantage 
over those to the eastward of us in the 
fact that they are of a rolling nature, 
and dry out ready for seeding much 
earlier than the lands which lie flat and 
level. Our seeding season is always at 
least two weeks earlier than that of the 
Red river valley, and this gain of tune 
enables us to plant more deversified 
crops than our neighbors east of us can 
io. When the farmers of the Bed river 
and other valleys east of us begin their 
seeding in the spring, the grain in _this 
locality is well out of the 
ground. 


Another advantage which redounds to 
the benefit of the settler is the fact that 
we have none of the large farms so com- 
mon elsewhere over the territory. Where 
one settler in other localities owns and 
operates miles and miles of territory, our 
cduntry is cut up into smaller farms and 
hence is far more thickly populated by 
the thrifty settlers whose labors and 
numbers bring us power and prosperity.

up the locality. This system of monop- 
oly is a drawback to the country, and a 
great hindrance to the prosperity of 
every locality in which it is practiced.

'small farms, each one of which is the 
home of a family, is always much farther 
advanced along the path which leads to 
power and greatness than is a portion of 
country where a few persons own and 
operate all the land. This system of 
small farming is one of which Burleigh 
and adjacent counties always boast with 
pride and satisfaction. Ihe amount of 
ground under cultivation is fully as 
great .as in the districts where large* 
farming is practiced, the amount of 
grain raised is equally as great, and the 
increased population gives a prosperity 
unknown in other localities referred to.

You 
can find out by correspondence what lo- 
calities or townships have vacant land in 
them the date your letter is received. 


What do I h ive to *o whan I arrive at Bis- 


marck looking fur guv t lands? 


Go directly to the U. S. land office, call 


for the register, J. A. Kea, and ask him 
for a plat of a good township in Emmons, 
Burleigh, McLean, Mercer or Morton 
counties. That plat will show what is 
vacant and what is taken. Then look up 
the stage office or hire a team and drive 
directly to that township with the plat 
in h an d. Look over several pieces, mark- 
ing first, second and third choice. Ee- 
'turn to the land office, inquire if those 
pieces are sti.l vacant, and if they are 
decide which one you will take, go to a 
lawyer, get your papers made out for $2, 
and present them to the register. You 
will then get a receipt for the government 
fees you pay and a description of the 
land you have entered. 


How's the climate in winter? 
It is cold, but not worse than it is in 


New York, and not half as disagreeable 
as it is in (Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois. It seldom thaws and never 
rains. It is bright, crisp and invigorat- 
ing. The snow is not heavy; Atmosphere 
dry.

From eighteen to thirty bushels, if you 


are a good farmer. The man who does 
his work well will get the best crop. 


What do a jjoke of oxen cost? 
Good yoke, $200. 
What is the .coat of a pair of pood horse?, har-

Circus equestrianism demands a peculi4r 


aptitude, and even with that, many years 
patient study aud laborious practice befoi e 
excellence can be attained. People outside 
the business wonder sometimes at the seer 
ingly large salaries we get. They do nc 
know how hardly and at what risks their 
are earned, and what has 
been 
gonja 


through to qualirj; for them. It takes se 
or eight years steady work, in ^public durm 
summers and ia private through the winter5 
for a young man or woman to becorhefsuf- 
ficiently proficient to earn more than a mera 
living'salary. Season after season their com - 
pensation increases slowly, according to tb.3 
progress they pake in their art. And all tin 
while they are in training, and after they 
have attained the long-conteuded-for prize of 
a good position, they are liable at any mo- 
ment to be thrown out of work aud perhaps i 
crippled for life,' by the stumble of a horse, 
the slipping of a foot, an unlucky wrench ii. 
the air, the momentary carelessness of a ban 
ner holder, that prosaic aud common fiend, 
the rheumatism, or some other one of many 
hazards to which they are daily exposed 
Should they not be well paid to counterbal • 
ance such contingencies? 


I could tell you of a charming young wa 


man, the daughter of an old circus man, who, 
three or four years ago, as the result of prao 
tice from almost her infancy, seemed ta 
have a brilliant future in the ring before her. 
All who saw her ride said she was bound to be 
the American equestrian queen, for she hati 
all the requisites of grace, daring, skill, and 
beauty. One day she met with an accident, 
an unlucky fall from a badly trained horse. 
It might have been more serious in some< 
respects, but certainly not so far as her pros- 
pects jvvere concerned. When she got well 
she w~as found to have a slight but incurable 
limp, enough to quite unfit her for ever rid- 
ing m the ring again. 
On the Street, or on 


the stage, where she found employment at 
one quarter of what she could have earned 
in the ring, you woul 1 njt notica any defect 
in her walk, but she c:m never again safely 
stand upon the back of a horse or leap over a 
banner. 


"Do riders ever take apprentices? Well, 


occasionally, but rarely in this country. They 
are shy of it. Teaching a boy or girl to ride 
is a verj long job, generally a thankless and 
seldom a profitable one. A parent will teach, 
his own children, of course, and the best 
riders come from old circus families in which 
riding may be said to have become a heredi- 
tary trail, and learning'thp business of the 
ring rs commenced in childhoo I and is com- 
paiatively easy for them. Others gel, into it 
by degrees, l."uckhi£ around a circus as. help- 
ers of borne sort, or as tumb'ers, and so on 
working their way to riding if they feel that 
that is their vocation. Therj are soma ap- 
prentices, but not mam. 
One thing that 


, mitigates against them is that the law respect- 
ing the public employment of children pre- 
vents their doing anything for their teachers 
until years after they should commence their 
training. A child may sell papers in the 
streets, suffer hunger and cold, be blighted in 
soul a tl ruined m body, and that is all 
light, iiom the S. F. T. P. O. C. T. C. point 
of view, but it is monstrously and out- 
rageously wrong for it to do a little dance or 
a perfectly safe tumbling act on a carpet hi 
the ring, or, a^ it gets older, to go arouud the 
ring standing 011 the broad pad of a perfectly 
trained, sure old horse, where it is just as-se- 
cure from harm as it would be in be 1. It 
is long after childhood, after the years in 
which the law protects them, that they are, 
if at all, put to the dangerous work of the 
profession, orpven allowed to attempt it. The 
risks they knowingly take in their,daily 
work, and the consciousness that at any mo- 
ment they may be made dependent upon the 
kindness of others, undoubtedly have that ef- 
fect upon them, and there is not one real per- 
former worthy of the name who would treat 
a child' w ith wanton cruelty. If you hear of 
one who jabs a boy with an elephant prod or 
wilfully jerks him off a horse to hurt him, 
you may set it dowu that that Hlovv is, no 
good in the ring himself. Oh, no; I'm not 
specially alluding to thar Forejmii^h o.ise. 
I'm ]Ubt speaking in a general sort of w \'-.

Well, at first with the mechaiuc, a, 
long arm that "ticks out. from the c^iitre polej 
from the end cf \\ hich dingles,11003 ia.4oue<li 
to a belt around the li-.nncr's v,,-.;,tato'ie ondT'j 
and the otlier end in the teacher's hand.

Whoa he tumbles off. or is likely to, the rope 
stsa :ies and susiams him. It -fives confidence, 
ami thsit is its wiiH-ip.il u--e. but it also pre- 
vents tails. When the pupil crm stand well 
without it its use is abandoned. 
For

long time nothing is attempted but 


to t"ach the pupil to rtand eas'ly, satelv on 
the horse, and to balance himself gracefully 
to the horse's stride. 
Then he learns to do 


the same ridin? backward, vshich is harder 
Then he jumps up a httL?, an inch or two 
only, and keeps at' it until tho fact is im- 
bedded m his mind that he takes hia forward 
impetus f ro.i. the horse and only has to jump 
up and not forward, and for that the me- 
chanic probably has to be again brought in 
play to save him from ugly tumbles by his 
jumping cut o\ er .the horse's shoulder or on - 
his neck. Each thing must be learned well 
before a new thing is tackled, and nothiu» 
learned must ever be allowed to lapse for 
want of practice. Slow work, you see. Pve 
no doubt it would be easier to learn Greek- 
would for a Gieek, any way.

I were made postmaster general, that my natural 
affiliations in New York would not interfere with 
my hearty support 
of his administiation. 


KEPOBT ON IxiND QRANT FOBFEntJBE. 


Tho senate committee on public lands at a 


special meeting last evening oi dered a favorable 
report upon the honse bill declaring a for- 
feiture of the lands granted the Texas Pacific 
railroad company in Ne!w Mexico, Arizona and 
California and restoring them to the public do- 
main. 


The honse committee on public lands agree to 


report favorably to the h->use the bill to de- 
clare the Ontonagon and Brule river railroad 
company's land grant, stripped of the section 
pr viding for th~ confirmation of the acts of 
the department of the interior in permitting 
entries upon these lands 
The land grant for- 


feiture which is recommended by the committee 
amounts to about one hundred and twenty 
sections of land and the entries npon these 
lands, which the bill sought to confirm aggre- 
;ate between 300,000 and 400,000 acres. <The 
committee also agreed to report favorably a 
bill to declare forfeited the unearned land 
of the California and Oregon railroad company 
amounting to .ibont one million dollars.

"By Georgp, yon know, I heard yon boys were 
in trouble, and by George I thonght I would 
come back and help yon out, yon know." After 
this magnanimity and heroic self-sacrifice, Mr. 
McJjean engaged good counsel and promptly and 
defiantly met the charges preferred against him. 
The verdict of "not guilty," secured after a lone 
and exhaustible trial of the case, is undoubtedly 
as just as it is pleasing to Mr. McLean's many 
friends. In his own words it was: "By George, 
yon know, the whole United States against one 
man, by George." 


Through The ice. 


The particulars of Mr. Fraser's experience on 


the Missouri river last Friday are given in the 
Ma.-dan Pioneer ss follows: "Late on Friday 
afternoon a two-horse team belonging to Mnrry 
Fraser left the Bismarck side of the Missouri 
for Stanton, following the river. The team was 
a heavy one, being loaded with lumber, and 
was traveling in the regular road on the ice 
which Station people have followed during the 
winter.

One of the pioneers of Burleigh county ia 


Farmer Richards. Became here only a few 
years ago with not a dollar in his pocket, and 
possessed of ..only two yoke of oxen and a team. 
He did not have money enongh to hire a con- 
veyance to hunt np the land on which he de- 
sired to locate, and after tramping back and 
forth on the prairies for a few days, finally 
selected and filed upon some land about nine 
miles from Mencken. At that time there was 
not a hi use within ten miles of his claim, but 
he went resolutely to work, and one of the 4rst 
crops,, yielded by machine measurement, 63 


shelsj and by weight 67 bushels of oats per 


acre. He adopted the methods of a thorough 
and practical farmer, and instead of dependicg 
wholly upon grain.bonght from time to time a lit- 
tle stock.and today his cattle,horses and sheep are 
valued at $5,000. Yesterday a ?entkman rep- 
resenting twenty families of colonists offered 
Mr. Richards $10,000 cash for his half section of 
land and its improvements, and offered to let 
him have the crops of the coming year, provided 
ho would leave 500 bushels of wheat for seed. 
Mr. Richards came to Bismarck with the gentle- 
man yesterday, and after thinking the matter 
over declined the offer. He has the greatest 
faith in the value of the agricultural lands of 
the Missouri river valley, and ^having made 
$10,000 in less than ten years out of Lis farming 
operations, concludes that it is best to let well 
enongh alone. Burleigh county can do as well 
by 2,000 more farmers as it has done by Farmer 
Richards, and it is just that- kind of farmers 
that the county and the entire territory needs.

Faribault, and should of cc nrse like to see in- 
stitutions of the kind in Dakota." 


As the Bishop called attention to the fact that 


an Episcopal school was already located at 
Moorftead, Minn., only half a mile from Fargo, 
it w as inferred that the new college when finally 
located would be as far west as the Missouri 
rivef. The Bishop was surprised at being in- 
form d that almoht any city in North Dakota 
would give a liberal cash and land bonus to se- 
cure a college within its municipal limits, and 
thought that fact might materially hafetcn the 
location of the denominational educational in- 
stitutions.
